THE PROROGATION. 

His Excellency Governor Kennedy has 
prorogued the House of Assembly. This in- 
dustrious body, which has been working like 
Sisyphus during the last ten months, is tit 
length released from its arduous but profit- 
less labors. We do not intend to go minutely 
into tlio history ol tlio past session— to take 
op step by step its follies and its omissions. 
Few public bodies will bear close analysis ; 
and our Legislature is, perhaps, in this res- 
pect, oven more tender than the majority ol 
representative institutions. With us, it is 
the old thyme of the mischief that is found 
" for id lo hands to do." The inosc immacu- 
late Legislative Assembly could not well 
restrain the erratic propensities of hu 
inanity, during the very lengthened period ol 
ten months ; and we believe one of the 
grealest causes of the shortcomings ol I he 
Vancouver Island House, is the interminable 
duration or its slothful sessions. " Brevity 
is the soul ol wit," and dispatch is the uj 
eenco of all busiuess, whether political or 
commercial. It is a relief, therefore, lo Ihe 
public, as well as lo the members, that the 
House is prorogued ; for there is something 
essentially disagreeable in the sight ol u 
number of ordinarily intelligent men wasting 
their time in an occupation, the best part ol 
which is no beiler than dumb show. 

Tho piorogation speech is not remarkably 
suggestive. There nre but three topics 
touched upon by His Excellency— Union ol 
the Colonies, the Civil List, and Ihe Crown 
Lands. The Qrst is dealt with in a cautious 
general manner, and docs not give much clue 
to His Excellency's own opinions on the 
matter. He very wisely says, however, that 
" a union to be beneficial and lasting must be 
effected on a basis bolh practical and equit- 
able. Like all olher unions, he apprehends 
that mutual concessions will be required, 
and personal predilections and prejudices 
must be laid aside." On this question, as 
our previous articles indicate, we entirely 
concur with the Governor, nnd we no less 
agree with his conclusion, that " unreasonable 
demands and pretensiuiu can but raise new 
difficulties between the two colonies." 

His Excellency believes that the colony 
"has ample resources lo provide for its own 
Governmeut on a becoming scale," or in other 
words that the civil lift should be accepted 
by the House. We hnve ulieady advocated 
Ihe wisdom of accepting the civil list ; but we 
are also of opinion that by proper manage- 
ment a great deal of the present expense ol 
officials might bo saved. There are several 
offices that might be lopped oil vvi:h no great 
inconvenience or detriment to tae colony's 
interests. Ou tho Crown Land question, His 
Excellency nwaila the receipt ol the evidence 
and report of the Committee, before deciding 
on his course of action. A casual allusion is 
made to the subject of emigration, but His 
Excellency is not favorable lo encouraging 
anything of tho kind "while the possession 
and disposal of tho Crown Lands remain un- 
settled." On the whole, the "speech" is not 
rery discursive nor dilluse. Its faults lie in 
the other direction. Under the circumstances, 
however, His Excellency probably thought 
" least Baid, soonest mended ;" and that if 
he was a little caustic to tho members in his 
abort paragraphs, perhaps the demeanor ol 
the House ut an early stage, on some of the 
questions, made it fully justifiable. 

Wo cannot conclude without touching on a 
matter which is peculiarly mortifying to 
every man who has the interest of the colo- 
nies ut heart. The bill admitting colonial 
barristers to practice in the colony on a simi- 
lar footing with those from England, al- 
though having passed bolh Houses, we may 
say unanimously — only one member dissent- 
ing — did not leceive the .signature ol His 
Excellency. Mr. Carv, as Attorney General, 
and as a gentleman who has opposed this 
measure from Ihu first lime it was mooted in 
the colony, has influenced Governor Ken- 
nedy in taking this lalse slep. We had hoped 
with tho departure of Governor Dongluy, 
Mr. Gary's roign had come lo an end. and 
that his silly personal feeling or indeli- 
cate personal interest would be allowed 
no moita to insult the intelligence ul 
the community. Unfortunately, however, 
Governor Kennedy does not stein willing io 
assume much responsibility in tho matter, 
and because the Attorney General puts for- 
ward some ridiculous technical objections lo 
tho measure, His Kxcclleney refuses to Bign 
the bill; oral least reserves his decision nntil 
the arrival ol Ihe new judge. It is surely 
bad enough that the status of the British 
colonist should have been so disgracefully 
ignored hitherto— that the community sliuuhl 
have been left a prey t.) Ihe legal monopoly 
of a few English barristers — and that, in con- 
sequenco, justice should have been almost 
driven from ihe Colony on account of the ex- 
orbitant legal charges. Already has Ihe 
colony lost several talented Canadian barris- 
ters through this legal barbarism and ag- 
grandisement ; but it is not in this light 
alone that tho evil proves so unbearable. It 
is the studied insult lo a large, and probably 
the most intelligent, class of Her Majesty's 
subjects,— a remnant of that idiotic, home 
manufactured superciliousness that has so 
often driven Ihe colonists into collision with 
the mother country. The idea that some 
pompous ninny Irom ihe Knslish courts 
should strut about, like a king's jester, or n 
pantomimic clown, with gown and wig, 
■ claiming a monopoly of legal acumen and 
learning, and shutting Ihe door of the colonial 
courts in tlio face ol men that have lorgot 
more thun the simpleton over knew, is some- 
thing so disgracefully preposterous, thul we 
are astonished the outrage has been allowed 
to esist in any one of the colonies for a single 
day. We liavo had too much of this disgust, 
ing nntionul pretension in Vancouver Is- 
land. Colonists ere behind the home-bred 
Englishman in nothing, nnd his superior 
in nearly ovorything that tends to build up 
• youthful counlry. We think it, therefore, 
high time thnt this insulting and unbearable 
supeiciliousncas should cause, and that Mr. 
Gary should learn that ihe people with all 
their long-suffering in times past, arc not dis 
posed to Inlerato his insidious presence in 
the Council Chamber or the Executive au-

He s.iid the 
House had been in a state "f iucubatton lor 
nine months, and he considered that agita- 
tion ol nine weeks would have been ample to 
accomplish all that had been brought forth. 
His Excellency intimated that he wished to 
stand neutral on all public questions, lowing 
no objects of his own to Btudy; but as re- 
garded the question of union, he availed 
himself of tho opportunity to state that be 
believed in uuion of the colonies, and had, in 
fact, before leaving England, accompanied a 
deputation to the Duke of Newcastle, when j 
he informed his Grace that he would willingly j 
relinquish his appointment to this colony, if 
the government thought tit to send Governor 
Seymour to rule over both colonies. Ilis Ex- 
cellency touched upon tho free port ques- 
tion, but expressed no opiuion, looking 
upon ft as n matter which the people 
of this colony, whom he characterised as the 
most intelligent and enterprising community 
for so limited a population be had ever seen, 
jfcvould alone decide. The Governor, judging 
irom the expression of his opinions last 
night, has evidently great luith in the future 
of tbcaa colonies. His reception was most 
flattering, and bis remarks were loudly ap- 
plauded throughout.
